DO FARMERS BUY TOO MANY MA- 


CHINES. 


Will it pay the farmer to purchase all 


the machinery necessary to operate his 
farm, or will it be cheaper for htm to 
hire some of the machines and labor ? 
These are qnestions that he must answer 
for himself before purchasing. While 
there is no doubt that the farmer has 
been greatly benefited by all modern 
farm implements, it is a fact that badly 
uued machinery has proved the miration 
of many. Farmers may be divided into 
three clasees—the small, the average and 
the large. The farmer who works but 
eighty acres needs but little machinery. 
A plow, harrow, cultivator, mowiog ma- 
chine, rake und, perhaps, a self-binder 
will fill all requirements. The needs of 
the average farmer are governed more 
by circumstances, he usually purchasing 
just what he needs, while the owner ot 
the large farm or ranch, in order to suc- 
cessfully work his acres, purchases ma- 
chinery accordingly. Oftentimes it is 
profitable for one to own his own thresh- 
ing machine, power, sheller and hay 
bailer, yet the charges for the work by 
those operating these machines for a 
livelihood is so small in comparison to 
the purcliaoe price that it does not pay 
the ordinary farmer to buy nor hire the 
labor necessary to run tnese machines. 
Still I have uever known the owner and 
operator of a threshing machine, or corn 
sheller who picked up jobs here and there 
to get rich. Last year one could hire a 
corn harvester equipped with the neces- 
sary horses and driver for 40 cento an 
acre. This is by far the cheaper way for 
the farcisr who has but a small field to 
cut every year. I do not wish to be un 
derstood as saying that farm machinery 
is a detriment to the farmer, for it is 
not. 
But the buying of machiuae only 


occasionally used, can be carried to ex- 
tremes. 
While it is very fine to ride un- 


der a canopy topped machine, does it 
pay ? This is a question which should 
be fully settled, not only by figures, but 
by facts as well, before the newfangled" 
machine is purchased, especially if the 
old one is still fit for use.
